Registered Hunters 
Capture 25 Races 


Toolbox Outstanding Among 28 
Hunters Recognized by N. S. 


H. A. With 5 Wins In 5 Races 

According to Judge Frank J. Bry- 
an, Secretary of the National Steeple- 
chase and Hunt Ass’n., twenty-eight 
Registered Hunters were listed with 
the Association during the season of 
1938. Twenty-five of these Hunters 
captured 25 races in 135 starts. Of 
these, certainly the outstanding, not 
to be denied, is the R. K. Mellon 
Toolbox, winner of five in as many 
starts, last spring, and headed for 
greater things, when a mishap cut 
short his career this year, as he broke 
down winning ‘“‘The Vicmead High- 
weight ’Chase ’Cap, at Delaware 
Park, last July 6. 

(Editor’s Note: A Registered Hunt- 
er is a horse registered with the Na- 
tional Steeplechase and Hunt Ass’n., 
to run in races calling for hunter 
certificates—qualified a-field by a 
Master of Foxhounds—and who has 
not won an open race with a purse of 
more than $500 during the previous 
year. Should a Registered Hunter 
win an open race of over $500 the 
Registered Hunter certificate is auto- 
matically forfeited. A horse winning 
an open race of over $500 is not eli- 
gible again for registration as a 
Hunter with the N. S. & H. A. until 
one year following such a triumph.) 

The honors for the greatest con- 
sistency of the season, as a Register- 
ed Hunter go to Corky, a son of Dan

Suggestions For Practical Timber Races 


Editor of The Chronicle, Sir: 

Much ado has suddenly been fostered over the fact that timber horses are 
conspicuous by their absence when the clarion call of the bugle heralds the 
major events of the year. Voices are raised in protest against the decline of 
a sport that has been in vogue in the hunting sections of this country for 
decades. Deploring hypotheses nebulously effuse anenst the threatened de- 
cadence of a sporting institution quite unique to this country, for no where 
does it flourish save in the true fox hunting regions of America. Practical- 
ly, if not totally, unknown in the other sectors of this country and abroad; 
it is typically a provincial American sport, haloed in tradition, ivied in 
memorable anecdotes and encrusted with moth eaten ideas. 





Why the reigning consternation over the dearth of entries, at this late 
nonce. It was bound to happen! 

So often do we read in the conditions of a race over post and rails.... 
“About two and one half miles over a fair hunting country... . About three 
miles over natural hunting country, etc.’’ . designating the distance some 
race is to be run over natural post and rail. 

Those few lines, almost indelibly carved in the annals of timber racing in 
America, probably have more to do with the downfall of the sport than any 
other conceivable factor save the INCREASE IN THE SPEED OF THE 
HORSES COMPETING, .... which, of course, has subserved materially and 
in a manner most disconcerting because of its curious anomaly. The para- 
dox, ‘The better you are, the worse off you are’”’ applies, in all its full force 
and virtue, to timber racing; which has and will continue to be, conducted 
by the hunting populace for its own exclusive benefit, because, a fortiori, 
others unimbued with the spirit so predominate within hunting environs, 
hesitate to allow their better judgment to be overcome with concepts steeped 
in the tradition that has over-whelmed the venture for so many years.

Tradition! The curse of progress. Tradition; The blind following in 
the footsteps of our ancestry and supine faith that posterity will follow 
suit; devoid of all vision and clarity of thought. Tradition! The same sort 
of mental petrification that has, laughably enough, in the hunting field, 
where conventional formalities of dress and manner are as impeccable as in 
the drawing room, allowed the master, .... irked by the innocent folly of 
some less-observing member transgressing one of the finer points of the 
“code of the field’, . to exhaustively ‘“‘bawl out’’ him, she, and (or) 
eventually ‘‘it’’ by the use of verbal pyrotechnics unrivaled in any other 
walk of life—with no noticeable reaction from the rest of the members of 
the hunting body except perhaps a “‘simper”’ in kindred mien with that of a 
seasoned “hill topper’’ on viewing hounds or an extenuating gasp that.... 
“The Master is quite apparently in good voice today’’. (Such disciplinary 
methods, occasioning results though they may, would hardly be condoned 
in a host sorely vexed by being compelled to ‘‘view halloa”’ a fresh, green 
pea cantering nonchalantly down the smooth easy surface of a knife blade, 
at the festive board). Tradition! Entertaining and soul satisfying though 
it may be, that’s the squirming little culprit that has caused timber racing 
to degenerate from fields of ten, twelve and even fifteen high class horses to 
a paltry few. 

It was bound to happen! A dozen horses cannonading into a strong, up- 
standing naked post and rail. Rap, rap. . rap, rap. rap, rap, rap, 
.... “Old man timber racing”’’ grimly cracking the knuckles of his splintery 
claws. Horses worth incomputable sums cascading over fences with a cres- 
cendo of drumming hoof beats, panting breaths and ringing blows as flesh 
and bone come into sudden, sharp contact with unyielding chestnut wood. 
All because it began in the rut of ‘“‘about umpty-ump miles over a fair hunt- 
ing country.” 

Why not change them! “Because, 
must maintain them as we find them in the hunting field. Timber racing is 
hunt racing in America and we simply must keep it natural to our hunting. 
Nothing artificial. To change the style of upright timber fences would be 
the same as sipping hot tea with a refrigerated soup ladle... . its entirely 
too easy ....and it just simply isn’t done, you know.” 

In answer to such a statement (that timber racing where the fences are 
made easier to negotiate would be artificial and sans all natural propor- 
tions) it might very easily be said that there doesn’t really seem to be any 
palpable reason for maintaining such a fixed standard, any more. It is sim- 
ply impossible to mention hunting over post and rails and racing over them 
in the same breath. They are not in the same category at all. One is re- 
sorted to by the majority as an occasional diversion whereas the other is a 
race, engaged in by men and horses particularly and painfully hand picked 
for the endeavor. 

In sharper contrast, those who are engaged in the sport of racing over 
timber today are invariably young athletes who devote most of their wak- 
ing hours to the pursuit of racing, dressed in skin tight racing boots, light 
weight racing breeches, colours and skull cap; and mounted, on two pound 
racing saddles, with horses worth thousands of dollars of value, galloped 


the answer always seems to be, ‘‘we 


regularly for the purpose of fitting them for the sustaining of extreme speed 
for a distance of not over four miles. THERE’S SOME DEVIATION FROM 
THE FIXED HUNTING MEDIAN THERE. Slightly artificial indeed! 

On the other hand, those who indulge in hunting are of both sexes, dres- 
sed in many pounds of boots, breeches, coats and other sartorial effects; 
and they are addicted to hunting twice, or perhaps thrice, (if lucky) a week. 
Consequently they are prone to be in rather desultory condition of mind and 
body, with an inclination to saunter through the countryside (on a heavy, 
comfortable saddle) in pursuit of Sir Reynard, checking at encountered ob- 
stacles, (designed merely for the confining of cattle) cantering slowly up 
and down hills; and pausing at times to view in appreciation what the Lord 
has laid down in natural panorama, as well as what the hounds may provide 


in the line of visual and ocular repast. FAR DIFFERENT FROM RACING 
AT BREAK-NECK SPEED OVER TIMBER AT THE RACE COURSE. 

Thus, if the temerity to say so is not too repugnant, one must confess, 
upon watching a field of timber horses go to the post, that in a very strict 
sense they are really racing (in all its artificiality) and not out hunting for 
a period of four to six hours. Their journey is precipitous indeed. Nothing 
like a day with the hounds which ordinarily and fortunately is digested with 
a little more elapsation of time. 

But with that knoweldge omnipotently ensconced in the minds of those 
conducting meetings where ‘‘the waif of racing’ is enjoyed... . notwith- 
standing that the training of the riders, manner of dress and quality and 
training of the horse flesh engaged in the activity have all changed vastly 
from the very first that participated in the sport (and from hunting) 
it is steadfastly maintained that the fences simply must remain natural, ex- 
acting the essence of jumping dexterity for each and every safe journey, 
This idea has held forth, regardless of the fact that timber racing is not 
hunting, not showing, not child’s play; but an endeavor no different from 
aviation, auto racing, boxing or football, subject to change and improve- 
ment, as well, or it needs must go to oblivion along with witch craft, cellu- 
loid collars, buggy whip salesmen and prohibition: the huge crowds at the 
Maryland Hunt Cup notwithstanding. 

Horses racing over hurdles find themselves confronted with small, yield- 
ing sheep hurdles, slanting away at an advantageous angle, and which give 
and spring at the slightest contact. Horses racing over brush fences gallop 
into the wings and are aided immeasurably by nice, sloping take-off rails 
and solid confronting obstacles, meticulously prepared by the hand of man. 
We have all seen horses traveling over timber equally as fast, to wit, Fac- 
tion Fighter and Terry’s Winner at Middleburg this fall. 

Yet horses hurtling over post and rails at approximately the same speed, 
making safe jumping incredibly difficult, must gallop headlong into naked, 
open, straight-up-and-down post and rails, ‘stuck up’’ with but one thought: 
they must be natural; anything artificial is taboo. ONE MISS AND OUT! 
With the penalty of a possible broken leg, smashed knee, and occasionally 
a death, with all its breath-taking horror—for one slight error in aiming at 
the top rail. Is there any small wonder that those once interested in the 
sport have diverted the use of their good horse-flesh to other forms of rac- 
ing endeavor so that they may have them ‘‘with racing”’ a little longer? 
They are not interested in the problem of seeing what horse can assimilate 
the most punishment—a cock-fighting of thoroughbreds—but only in run- 
ning and jumping ability, with the penalty for a bad jump of the loss of sey- 
eral lengths at each obstacle, at the most. 

How ironic it is to see a padded, well-equipped van pull up at the race 
course and disgorge high class racing tools, bandaged and attended as their 
class deserves; only later to view the same horses wrapping themselves 
around rough hewn rails in utter abandon. To use a padded top rail would 
seem to be preposterous despite all the elaborate folderol engendered over 
preparing the ordinary brush fence at the very same meeting. 

Rap, rap....rap, rap....rap, rap, rap.... imagine the sound on the 
ear drums of the owner of a winner of the Grand National, Kentucky Derby 
or Belmont Futurity. Yet that’s the sound registering on the ‘anvil, ham- 
mer and stirrup”’ of the owner of a winner of a timber classic: a horse valu- 
ed at a price comparable with any other form of racing, and loved person- 
ally in the same fervor as any other horse by its owner. 

“Some horses go on year after year,” it is argued. Certainly, there’s one 
chestnut horse who went on for many years in successful campaigns. His 
legs were knotted, twisted and gnarled like the famous cane sported by 
Harry Lauder. Possibly such acquired physical deformities came from 
nothing else save the constant banging received in his races; which might 
have been greatly eliminated if the top rail were similar in size to a natural 
one but comprized of unbreakable cork or rubber padding. (In sports 
where man participate in active physical engagement; such as_ boxing, 
wrestling, football, hockey and baseball; padded head gears, rubber mouth 
pieces, padded goal posts and ring posts, and other protectors of all kinds 
are used to guard points of dangerous contact and origin of unnecessary 
bumps that have no real bearing on the outcome of the endeavor. Yet to 
pad the top rail is unthinkable.) 

It might very congently be suggested that the top rail be constructed so 
that it would revolve and spin on being struck. A horse hitting such an 
object, which would roll with the force of the blow, would go on over with- 
out the sudden, abrupt halting in his progress so familiar in a falling horse 
today. However those in the ‘‘game’’ probably would mince no words in 
the expressing of their views as to whether they would rather have the 
horses beaten to a pulp or the alternative of having them flattened by a 
rolling pin. 

The answer! Give them a take-off, give them a sloping, helpful obstacle 
to jump; forget the top rail. Timber racing is no open jumping class (many

great days during the past fort-night. 
Saturday, the 10th, the meet was at 
“Belray’’, and before a day of it was 
called, three foxes had been routed 
for eighty minutes of bang-up sport. 

The first was sent away on the 
Oliver Iselin’s ‘‘Wolver Hill’’ place, 
back of the Skeet Shoot Hill. Left- 
handed towards the Turner Wilt- 
shire’s Hounds carried their fox and 
then sharp about and up the bottom 
and back by the point of the start. 
Followers went further, going all the 
way to ‘“Belray’”’ again—before turn- 
ing back towards the hill beyond the 
Skeet Shoot. 

On bringing their red past his den, 
Middleburg Hounds pressed him hard 
and sent him on straight-neck like, 
up into the Armistead Carter prop- 
erty, on due west across Seipp land 
and almost to the Arthur Whites’ 
“Chilton”. Here ’ere having to cross 
Cromwell’s Run, and it was_ high, 
the entire field viewed the straight- 
running fox as he swung back about 
through Mrs. Nina Carter Tabb’s, 
along the highway, a field ahead of 
Hounds and turned east back to the 
Millsville road. 

A dwell on the Hatcher land, and 
and then back Hounds carried to a 
denning on the Iselin hill where first 
started. Almost a_ perfect figure 
eight was run in this fifty minutes. 
Post and rails, walls and coops were 
accomplished by the field, all well up, 
and behind a fairly close pack of 
fifteen couple. It was unbelievable 
that scent should hold so well, with 
the wind blowing so strongly.

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Huntsman Maddux then drew 
Hounds down through ‘‘Wolver Hill’, 
across ‘“Journey’s End’”’ and down to 
Benton Bridge to cross the turbulent 
Goose Creek, made swollen by the 
heavy rain of the day and night be- 
fore. Hounds got up their second 
fox of the day after working hard 
through Goodwin, Warburg and Wil- 
lie Benton land. Viewed away, this 
red was as big as the first, but much 
lighter in color. 

Down along the banks of Goose 
Creek he flew, with Hounds in full- 
cry, acknowledging the burning scent. 
The wind was less in the bottom land 
and Hounds settled well on their 
line. Straight-way across Frederick 
Warburg’s “Snake Hill’? and on to 
Goodwin's he ran, and then he seem- 
ed to turn right handed, as if to cross 
on Benton’s Bridge. But no, on de- 
scending the steep hill-side to the 
Creek-side below, he swung right 
handed, and sharp about too, to fair- 
ly fly back along the banks, all the 
way to Willie Benton’s. When Hounds 
checked for a moment, Honorary 
Whipper-in Stephen Clark advised of 
viewing a fresh fox. 

Huntsman Maddux quickly lifted 
Hounds, carried them almost to Mr. 
Sand’s Benton-Parkins Farm, where 
they went away a-new.

innovations have occurred there) or natural hunting field. Give them every 
need for safe jumping, thus reducing hard knocks and terrific falls to a 
minimum of light, glancing blows and smooth, rolling tosses of the kind 
received in brush racing .... comparatively speaking. 

There is no way to “‘slow up’”’ a race of two and one half miles to jumping 
safety hence the only real progressive change, as in hurdle and brush rac- 
ing, must be one in the style of the jumps so that the horses, flying down 
into them, can ‘‘get in right’? and thus make cleaner, safer landings. A 
good hunter learns to jump slowly and carefully .... horse show judge’s 
opinions to the contrary notwithstanding .... this is impossible in the type 
of racing over post and rail, where a horse simply must “gallop on” and 
“fly”? his fences without a break in the clock-like precision of his stride 
otherwise he will be at a sad disadvantage in competition. 


It might be suggested by the facetious person, feeling that too many 
words and too little thought have been used herein, that we construct run- 
ways over the fences so that the horse need not jump but may gallop up the 
incline and safely over the fence without breaking the rhythm of his action 
nonetheless, requiring the unbreakable “rolling pin’’ top rail to be padded 
with cork or rubber, slanting the upstanding timber fence (of any height) 
four to six inches from the perpendicular, with rails at an even distance 
apart, and (or) placing a six inch take-off board two and one half feet in 
front of the fence, should help to improve the sport since horses will then 
be able to “carry on” without the “banging, whanging and crashing”’’, thus 
obviating, to a major degree, the breaking down (and smashing down) that 
has become painfully obvious for the past several years. 


Gradually the owners, imbued with the spirit of rivalry and good sports- 
manship, finding themselves with the peculiar animal adaptable to the 
sport; and perceiving that young horses will not be broken down before 
really made nor old ones ‘“‘killed off’? by a pace too swift and wood too hard, 
for jumping, might again take up the pastime in the same wholehearted 
fashion that was so apparent in the twenties and early part of the thirties. 
Riders mught look with favor on the game, as well, and the horses . . 
well since they do matter slightly .... perhaps they might nod a little more 
fervently as they (in greater numbers, (?) particularly so if handicaps, as 
in the English Grand National, are invoked) are being urged from the post 
toward their journey’s end.

into the Knox Farm and Birdwood by 
way of several stiff walls where Ray- 
mond Guest and Arthur White aired 
themselves. 


Running on, some big fences be- 
gan to loom up on Mrs. Plunkett 
Stewart’s. Huntsman Leach and Mr. 
Harper, M. F. H., without hesitation, 
led the field over a big wall and 
down the hill, jumping left handed 
by Mrs. Stewart’s stable, a good siz 
ed, sturdy post and rail. The Oliver 
Filleys picked their panels and jump- 
ed in pairs. Mr. Guest, followed by 
Harvey Shaffer and Willis Hatcher 
went by the theory “the bigger the 
better’’. Miss Mary Rumsey, the 
Robert Youngs and the Van Alens 
were Well up in the van without seem- 
ing to hurry. Mrs. Ryerson from 
Lake Forest went as well as she 
looked. 

Hounds burned across the lane 
over an in-and-out into ‘‘Whitewood”’, 
onto Mrs. Tennessee Smith’s again, 
by way of a snake fence, circling up 
through Oliver Filley’s front yard, 
where the entire menage viewed the 
field well over a wall into the road 
bearing right past the Pine Stable 
back to Birdwood by way of the 
Knox Farm. After this top run of 
over an hour, Mr. Harper called it a 
day, back of the Brick House, where 
it all started.—‘HAESCH”’. 

A day of ever widening circles and 
a great one indeed for any hunt’s an- 
nals, when Orange County Hounds 
met the Dec. 12th, Zulla fixture. Four 
foxes, three runs and two hours and 
ten minutes of interesting Hound 
work was enjoyed by followers num- 
bering some (fifty, including the 
Chronicle, out for the first time with 
Fletcher Harper, M. F. H. 











Rain threatened shortly before 
meeting time at 11 o’clock, but a 
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slight breeze dispersed further such 
efforts as Hounds moved off down the 
sand-clay road to draw the Harrison 
place. Within fifteen minutes, a fox 
was started on the Kincheloe place 
of Winston Guest’s. This one was 
carried, in bursts, all the way to the 
George Garrett’s ‘“‘Chillybleak Farm’’, 
setting of the Orange County Point 
to Point of last year. Some 40 
minutes were spent on this line, 
while the pack split at the outset, 
with a dozen or more Hounds going 
left-handed in a wide swing on an- 
other fox, before Whipper-in Burgess, 
with Delancey Nicoll, Jr., joined them 
up with the rest of the pack on the 
original fox. On ‘‘Chillybleak”’ a loss 
was encountered, possibly due to cat- 
tle. An effort was made to recover 
this line, but when this proved fruit- 
less, Hounds were drawn back along 
the Nicoll bottom. 

Two mishaps had marred this 
burst. The first came when Mrs. 
William Langley crashed a cropper 
in a stream on Mrs. J. B. Anderson’s 
new place, near the Winston Guest 
farm. A slippery broad slab-sided 
stone sent her mount flat in a twinkl- 
ing. Shelton Glascock, one of the 
most consistent followers of this 
Hunt rode up to the check with a 
broken collar-bone collected in a 
crumpler taken when his horse step- 
ped on a rolling-stone. He had gone 
down, away from the field, riding an 
out-side hill-topping line, as he is 
known to do. 

On drawing Nicholl’s blank and on 
getting onto the J. S. Phipps’ 
“Brown’s Mill’? property, (a lovely 
big acreage, which was to afford the 
best sport of the day), Willis Hatch- 
er viewed away the third fox, just 
as he had the first. This fox, a big 
red, was jumped as one would have 
jumped a rabbit—from under your 
horse in the open broom-sedge field. 

Hounds were quick to be lifted 
from the further side of the field 
where they were hunting and carried 
a good head as they struck this fox 
and sent him flying north on the 
Phipps land and then in a left-handed 
swing. Around to the west and then 
south he ran, the Orange- 
Piedmont line and then carried on 
left-handed and ran easterly, across 
Cromwell’s Run onto the Rumsey 
“Grassland’’. Our red carried on up 
a steep hill, turning again to the 
north and demanding the most from 
Hounds and followers. After pulling 
the hill, an up-standing riderless 
wall, with a gate latch wired, chal- 
lenged the Staff and Master who all 


along 


went in faultless fashion. It was 
then Raymond Guest, Miss Mary 
Rumsey, Willis Hatcher and Miss 


Jane Stevenson in order, as some of 
the rest went down the ridge for a 
panel. 

Through ‘“Grassland’’, gradually 
widening his circle our fox retraced 
a half a mile of the first swing and 
then went on into Piedmont, where 
a trappy in-and-out over the border- 
line single-filed followers. Several 
beautiful fields of galloping country 
were romped over and a post and 
rail and wall accomplished, bringing 
Mr. Harper and field back to a gate- 
way in-and-out and Orange County. 
Here as Hounds entered a_ wheat- 
field, they dwelled and then honor- 
ing, were harked-forward by Hunts- 
man Leach, with his noted voice.

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RIDING TO HUNT 








So often the expression is heard, ‘“‘He hunts to jump, So and So really 
rides to hunt’. To the Hound man the sportsman who just wishes to go 
dashing across country, and cares little whether Hounds are hunting well 
or poorly is a subject of some scorn. After all to the Huntsman, Hounds 
are somewhat more important in the procedure than the Field who are rid- 
ing to jump, and the real Hound man knows this. He has taken the trouble 
to study the individual characteristics of the pack he is hunting with, knows 
many of the leading Hounds by name, and can pick them for their charac- 
teristics, whether one be good in working a cold line, another in working 
a road, another through sheep and so forth. Such a one is perhaps justified 
in feeling slightly superior to the crowd who are pushing and shoving to be 
away first at the start, regardless of what Hounds are doing. 

In the average hunting field, there are relatively few persons who really 
know the first think about the Hounds they must depend upon for sport. 
Theie is probably one man in a hundred among the foxhunting public who 
can tell one Hound from another or can describe what Hound is valuable 
for what purpose in the pack or for that matter really understands what the 
pack or the Huntsman are doing when they are working over a cold line or 
casting for a fox whose scent has somehow miraculously been lost by some 
canny twist or double. 

In defense of those of us who know so little about the most important 
part of the sport which we all enjoy, let it be said that not only is the entire 
subject of Hounds one in which comparatively little has been written, but 
in this country in particular, the pedigrees of Hounds have been woefully 
neglected until quite recently. The question of scent itself is so hazy a sub- 
ject that the very best Masters of Foxhounds who have every occasion to 
study scent in every possible situation, are at the end of their experience 
“a weary, incomprehensible, 
uncontrollable phenomenon constant only in its inconsistency.”’ 

Add to these difficulties the absolute necessity for the Field to stay fair- 
ly well back of Hounds when they are being hunted, and it becomes a prob- 
lem for the Foxhunting man who enjoys jumping and galloping more than 


ready to affirm Jorrocks words that scent is 


sitting on a hilltop on a cold day, to really acquire a first hand, working 
knowledge of the Hounds with which he is hunting. 

Although it is difficult, a knoweldge of Hound work and of Hounds is not 
impossible to acquire. As early as 1387 Gaston de Fois was writing on 
Hound Work. Peter Beckford, 1780, that great Hound man is available to 
anybody who cares to read him. A number of modern authors have written 
valuable works, and such a book as J. B. Thomas’ Hounds and Hunting 
Through the Ages can give a wealth of information to the foxhunter desir- 
ing to learn more of Hounds than how to jump behind them. 

Like everything else, however, the best teacher is actual experience 
and the Foxhunter who keeps his eyes and ears open, familiarizes himself 
with the Hounds, their voices, their way of hunting and then asks some in- 
telligent questions of the Master, can soon double his enjoyment of Hunt- 
ing, even to the extent that a slow day with Hounds which formerly was 
dull, becomes instead the most interesting day of all, for the work of the 
Hounds, the skill of the Huntsman, the problems of the Master, are his 
problems the answers to which make a fascinating new page to Hunting 
known as. riding to hunt.

On December 3rd, 1938 three red 
foxes were run. The first started in 
the Kutztown Woods and ran for 
about forty minutes in large circles, 
viewed several times, finally 
ground in Moyer’s Rocks. 
The second started in Specht’s Woods 
and the Hounds were able to run this 
fox oniy in a walk, due North, finally 
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being 
going to 
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running out of scent west of Hart’s 
corner. 

The fast run of the day was the 
third. Most of the pack of 17% 
couples had drawn through Lea’s 
Woods and Mr. Ely had already 
started to blow for the Hounds, pre- 
paring to cross over Swamp Creek 
into the eastern country, when 
Chorus, a Welsh bitch, opened ’way 
up the side of a hill. The pack raced 
to her and they went away with a 
terrific burst, lead by Frantic, an 
imported white bitch, full sister to 
Chorus. The horses were hard pres- 
sed to keep them in sight. One of 
the whippers-in viewed the fox some 
fifty yards ahead and this distance 
was kept, due South, the fox persist- 
ing to run straight into the wind 
down Hart Valley to ground just 
north of Camp Road. 

Rain the day and night before had 
taken away about half of the snow 
and the going was remarkably good. 

Small field, about eight. 

December 8th. Drew Moyer’s Val- 
ley blank. In Simpson’s Sedge Field 
Hounds worked on an old line up to 
Corner Rock. Here scent improved 
and in a few minutes they were run- 
ning hard with a great cry, going 
down to and around Sigafoos’ Lake, 
hunting right handed. They came 
back through Yerkes’ woods and 
just before the Deer Run Rocks they 
accounted for an unusually large 
gray fox. They next found in Crav- 
en’s Creek and ran, northwest, to 
Craven’s meadows where the pack 
split on two red foxes. Four couples 
went on past Dietz’ mill to the Tyler- 
port Road. The main body of the 
pack were hunting steadily left 
handed, crossing Swamp Creek and 
over Justice’s Hill. The first four 
couples holed their fox west of Tyler- 
port Road and joined the main pack 
which was now hunting toward 
Dietz Mill. The whole pack now 
swung South and ran back to the 
High tension line fence, there turn- 
ing left and finally coming back to 
ground in the North Devil’s Potato 
Patch. 

The small field of three included 
Mr. Rawlings from England, who 
hunts with Cattistock, who was visit- 
ing Mr. Ely. 

December 10th. Hounds found in 
Krimmer’s Woods and ran a gray fox 
in large circles for around an hour 
until it finally went to ground. Uni- 
versity Valley was drawn blank but 
near Belmont Corner the Hounds 
found and went away very fast 
through Preston’s and across the 
long Hart field, running with great 
cry, due west. They crossed the 
Upper Ridge Road, Finland Road and 
ran through Price’s, Kolb’s, Hend- 
rick’s, Reime’s and across Macovey 
Creek Road. Our good pilot was still 
running straight as an arrow, appar- 
ently for Lehigh County. The first 
check took place at Biggman’s, which 
was fortunate as the horses were al- 
most cooked. From that point on, 
the Hounds worked more slowly and 
finally ran out of scent in Conover’s 
Ravine. 


We next drew the South part of 
the middle country blank, but found 
again in Melling’s Valley and got 
away almost on top of the (red) fox. 
He ran south down through Hart’s 
Valley to the Hunt farm where he 
turned and coming around right 
handed, pointed again toward Fin- 
land and Bucks County. At this 
point it was almost dark and on ac- 
count of the hard galloping the hors- 
es had had, the Hounds were stopped 
at five P. M., having been running 
over half the time since 11:30 in the 
morning.

Away she went in her velvet bon- 
net on Tuesday, the sixth, and back 
she came four hours later soaked 
through and bearing the news of 
Hounds finding four foxes but being 
unable to hunt them due to the de- 
luge. 

On Thursday I put on my own old 
moth-eaten bonnet and sallied forth 
but the only item worthy of note that 
I was able to garner from the day’s 
hunting was that scent rose high 
enough for human noses but never 
stayed low enough for those of 
Hounds and so the five foxes found 
slipped easily away. 

We both clamped on our bonnets 
Saturday as we had a big field, and 
a cap receives some slight measure of 
respect when attempting to keep the 
coverts from being surrounded and 
taken by storm.

We moved off and within ten minutes 
it was raining hard, the temperature 
was dropping and the wind was com- 
ing up out of the West, a change so 
disliked by an Irish horse that he 
flung his fair-haired rider in the mud. 

Hounds jumped Old William, the 
Underhill fox in the Chadwick woods 
and got away on such good terms 
with him that he never found the 
split second necessary to dive into 
an earth but ran for forty-seven 
minutes just as fast as a horse, and a 
good one, can gallop and jump. 

Fortunately some of our noble fox- 
hunters lack bumps of locality for 
though the point of this run was not 
more than half a mile and we gallop- 
ed furiously over the same country 
in three splendid circles, these few 
noble foxhunters were overheard to 
say that they had never realized how 
much open and formidable country 
lay stretched out mile after mile.
